SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In 1951 by a ruling of the Supreme Court the Town of 
Starksboro was obliged to purchase the Marmon-Harrington 
truck. At the same time hospital bills for the Poor had 
risen to a large sum. These bills were paid in 1952. The 
Winter Maintenance orders also increased $1,000.00 in the 
same year. These were the principal reasons for the in- 
creased indebtedness in 1951-52. 


A high tax rate which would have been an overburden 
to the taxpayers would have been necessary in order to 
pay this debt. To provide for gradual payment the Select- 
men bonded the Town of Starksboro for $30,000. The bonds 
were sold, everyone having an opportunity to bid on them. 
The best offer made to the Town Treasurer was $30,075.78 
for $30,000.00 at an annual interest rate of 214%. Two of 
these $1,000.00 bonds will mature on Nov.1 of each year 
for fifteen years. 


The Bond Issue paid all the Outstanding Orders except 
one for $2,500 which was paid by the debt appropriation of 
$1,507.43 and a special added appropriation from the General 
Fund of $992.57 made by the Selectmen in October. 

At the old interest rate the Town paid 3% on $15,000 
and 4% on $15,000 making a total of $1,050 interest annual- 
ly. At the new rate of 214% the interest on $30,000 will be 
$750 annually and will decrease each year as bonds mature 
and are paid.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit my first annual report on the 
condition of the schools in Starksboro. 


The placing of the first and second grade in the extra 
room at the Robinson school has been an advantage to the 
quality of instruction received by the pupil in these grades. 
The first three grades in school are of the greatest impor- 
tance since it is in these grades that the foundation for later 
success is developed. 


To date, I have found evidence of some good teaching. 
Your teachers are working hard to produce well educated and 
worthy citizens in your schools. 


The school enrollment in September was as follows: 
Robinson Upper Room, 20; Intermediate Room, 22; Primary 
Room, 26; Gore, 11; and Jerusalem, 12. 


The annual cost per pupil in average daily attendance 
for the last school year was $190.46 per pupil. This was a 
drop from $192.50 the previous year. You received in State 
Aid this fall $10,332.22, an increase of $1,995.84 over the 
$8,336.38 received the previous year. Since the State Aid 
is based on the daily attendance of the pupils the parents 
should make every effort to have their children in school 
every day. 


The Hot Lunch Program sponsored by the P.T.A. and 
Mothers groups are a definite help to the health of the pupils. 
We trust the program will continue. The checking of the 
Eyes and Ears was very thoroughly conducted this year and 
parents were notified where defects were found. This ser- 
vice is required by law to be conducted by the Administra- 
tion.

REPORT OF YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Following is the report of Miss Barbara Gilbert, Public 
Health Nurse for Starksboro, for the period from January 1, 
1953 through December 31, 1953: 


17 visits were made to the homes of children and adults 
for general health supervision. 


An Infant and Preschool Medical Conference was held 
at the school at which 12 children were examined: 
1 child was vaccinated against Smallpox 
3 children received Boosters for protective immuniza- 
tion against Diphtheria-Tetanus and Whooping Cough 
5 children were given Booster doses of Diphtheria and 


Tetanus 

Dental Caries was the outstanding defect found at the 
Medical Conference. 

A School Medical Conference was held in October, and 
64 children were examined by a physician: 

11 children were vaccinated against Smallpox 
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21 children were re-vaccinated as is reeommended every 
5 years 


5 children received Diphtheria-Tetanus Toxoid 
27 children were given Booster doses 


Throat and dental defects were the outstanding health 
problems found at the Medical Conference. Parents are urg- 
ed to take advantage of the Infant and Preschool Medical 
Conferences so that children may receive their initial im- 
munization prior to starting school, maintaining the im- 
munity with Booster doses. 


There is a definite need for a corrective fund to assist 
with financial help for those families who are unable to take 
care of the corrections themselves. Through the efforts of 
members of the P. T. A., Cod Liver Oil capsules have been 
made available to all families in the Community. All grow- 
ing children need Cod Liver Oil. ; 


Chest Clinics held monthly at Middlebury were open to 
persons referred by their physician as being in need of a 
chest x-ray, either because of their physical condition, or be- 
cause they have been in contact with known cases of Tuber- 
culosis. 


The Public Health Nurse will be glad to know of expect- 
ant mothers and mothers of young children who would 
like to discuss with her the health needs of their families. 
She would also be glad to help in making plans for the cor- 
rection of physical defects found at the Preschool and School 
Medical Examinations. Although bedside nursing service 
is on a demonstration basis, the Public Health Nurse may 
visit the home to teach some member of the family to carry 
out the doctor’s orders in time of illness. A card addressed 
to Box 11, Essex Junction, will reach your Public Health 
Health Nurse.
